ton has written a letter to James A. 
Cherry ol Denver in answer to a letter 
from that gentleman criticising some 
statements in the interview with the 
Secretary of Agriculture printed two 
weeks ago, which caused so much com- 
ment. It ia as follows : 


"From your letter of April 22, 1S95, it 


apneara you ;ind I perfectly agree in the 
fundamental point, namely, demand 
and supply inexorably regulate all val- 
ues whatsoever at all times and in all 
plftr.ea. At.whut pointa do we begin to 
separate from each other And then go on 
to conclusions HO utterly diverse? These 
points are only two—the iirst historical 
and the second logical. 


"First, you assume certain proposi- 


tions to he true of silver, which are not 
historically true at all, but quite the re- 
verse, of true. You pay, for instance, 
'until 1ST;! the chief use of silver was for 
coinage.* It liud other uses, but the de- 
mand for its coinage purposes was steady 
;md constant. 


"On this point you have been mon- 


strously niii-imoruied. The first federal 
coins of silver were minted in 1794 and 
of gold in 1795. Their ratio wag rec- 
ommended by Alexander Hamilton and 
fixed by act of congress. It WHS 15 to 1. 
It was hoped thus to keep the two met- 
als in eqnilihrio on the coinage.

'No further statement as 
to the nature of the trouble iu Ecuador 
could be gathered at the state depart- 
ment, but from other sources it is 
learned that a revolution is believed to 
be impending in that country.

By 
1853 the immense disadvantages of a 
double standard had become so plain 
to all the thinking people that congress 
wae determined to abandon tho utterly 
futile attempt to secure the parity of the 
two metals and to make gold tbe legal 
tender. 


•'In the second place Mr. Cherry,.as 


;m instance oi an historical assumption 
contrary to the facts, and natural infer- 
ence, allow me respectfully to call atten- 
tion to the use, in common with many 
bimetallism, so called, of tbe date of 
1S73 us the time of the demonetization 
of silver. Unless 1 am mistaken tbe 
silver dollar is not at all one or the 
other, in 
the act of 1873. 
All the 


demoneti/catitm of silver, as 1 under- 
stand it, that ever came about in this 
-ciuntry, happened in the law of 1R5S, 
after full discussion and practically with 
unanimity when congress introduced 
the subsidiary silver coinage, of which a 
nominal dollar's worth weighed fi.Ol per 
cent less than the silver dollar, and also 
took away the legal tender quality of all 
silver in payment of debta of over $5 in 
amount. 


"Second, you employ over and over 


.again in your letter two most common 
logical fallacies that enter into the speech 
of argumentative 
inen 
everywhere, 


namely, putting cause into the place of 
effect and assuming that, because one 
thing happened after another in point of 
time, therefore it was the result of that 
other. 


"Let us look candidly together at the 


two or three instances of this taken at 
random. You ask, 'What created de- 
mand?' and answer, 'Use.' I ask, in 
my turn,'What creates u°e?' and an- 
swer, 'Demand.' 


"Why is it there is so little use of sil- 


ver dollars in this country today, while 
there are millions upon millionsof them 
lying idle? 


"I answer confidently because there 


is no adequate demand for them. Have 
you not innocently but badly mixed up 
'cause' and 'efiecu' in this case'.' Du- 
mand, in the commercial sense, ia noth- 
ing but desire for something on the part 
of one niun, coupled with hia willing- 
ness to pay something for it satisfactory 
to the other who owns it. 
" 'Use' of that thing, no matter what 


it is, only follows the 'demand' for it. 
You have helplessly put the cart before 
the horee. What ia the sense of clam- 
oring still for 'unlimited coinage' when 
the treasury cannot get rid by book or 
crook of thuse already coined and lying 
in useless heaps? They are well mint- 
ed, of just weight, nine-tenths tine, nrv 
legal tender for all di;bts, and bear the 
legend, 'In God We Trust.' What aila 
them? I answer, ami HO mast you, on 
reflection, there is no 'demand' for them, 
and therefore no 'use' for them.

CORNERING THE GOLD. 


CONSPIKACY 
OP THE 
MORGAN- 


ROTHSCHILD SYNDICATE. 


They Are Getting1 Practically the 


Entiro Output of tlie. United 


States. 


Cnrc.uio, May 7.— A special to the 


Post from Washington says: Tbe dis- 
covery is made that there is an actual 
basis for the report tnat the Morgan- 
Rothschild syndicate is conspiring to 
corner the gold market, though the story 
has been regarded as a foolish canard. 
It is a fact, however, that brokers repre- 
senting tbe syndicate have bren paying 
a premium for the refined gold output 
of the private refiners throughout tbe 
west during tbe last two months, aud 
that they are accumulating tine cold at 
the rate of $2,503,OjO to $3,QCO,CCU psr 
month, which represents fully two-thirds 
of tbe entire gold output of the UniUd 
States. The attention of the officials of 
t ie treasury department was first at- 
tracted to tho peculiar businpss by the 
sharp fulling off iu the deposits of gold 
at the mints, and inquiry very soon de- 
veloped the fact that private parties 
were buying the products of the refin- 
eries. 


Further inquiry revealed that the 


metal was bought and was drifting 'o 
.New York, where it is being put in store 
o the credit of the Morgan-Kuthsc.hild 
syndicate. In order to divert the stream 
rom its usual channels leading into the 
United States mints, the private pur- 
chasers have been obliged to pay a pre- 
mium of 1,'c to l^.j cents. The premium 
S 


aid for most of the gold was ^ cent, 
ut EO auiioua have been tbe buyers lo 


increase their lines and get everything 
in sight that they have marned up their 
quotations during the last few days. At 
the present time they are getting practi- 
cally the entire outnut of the United 
States, except from the extreme western 
coast. 


Many long-headed men in Washing- 


ton and Wall street who are familiar 
with the methods of the parties compos- 
ing tbe syndicate, have jumped to tbe 
conclusion that the foundation is being 
aid for another bond deal before con- 
gress meets again. The last bond deal 
of $61,033,000 has been pretty well 
closed out, over if51.000.000 having b?en 
paid out of the 
$fi4,OCO,OJO, and it is 


generally 
believed 
that the entire 


amount will be cleaned out bafore tbe 
1st day of August. Under tbe terms of 
the contract with the treasury depart- 
ment, the Morgan-Rothschilds syndicate 
has au option on any new bonds that 
may be issued by tbe government prior 
to October 1st next. The treasury is 
absolutely in their hands until that 
date. 


The new bonds are selling today in 


opeu 
market at 1.21?.,'. They 
coat 


the syndicate I.OfJ.j, which would show 
a profit of 1.7 pointa in the operation, 
amounting in all to $10,040,000. It 
would not be fair.to say the syndicate 
laa made this much out of the bonds, but 
it ia very safe to estimate its profits at 
$S,OCD,CJO. The syndicate is hurrying 
the completion of its present deal with 
the 
government. Tt deposited over 


$],OCO,000 today, which will bring the 
reserve up to nearly $9:1,003,000. It will 
not have to complete these payments 
until the 1st 01 August, but the pay- 
ments mav bo closed up within a few 
weeks.

INDIANS 
COMPLAIN. 


Abused by White Settlers Who ure 


Taking Their Lands. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—Captain J. K, 
iubb of tho Fourth infantry, acting In- 
ian agent at Fort Spokane, Wash., sent 
IB following dispatch to the Indian bu- 
reau today: "Kalispel ia here complain- 
ing that his people in Kalispel valley are 
being abused by white settlers, who ure 
taking their lands from them and threat- 
ening their lives. He saya they cannot 
af'ind it any longer, and wants me to go 
there. The sheriff of Stevens county 
has expected trouble there for eomo 
time. I do not know the present etitna 
of these Indians or whether the depart- j 
ment wauts them to retain their lands, 
but some one should go there. I can 
hardly spare tbe, time." 


At the Iiidinn bureau it is stated that 


theKaliapel or Pend d'Oreille Indians 
have been cultivating their lands in the 
Panhandle of Northern Idaho for many i 
years, aud that they are peaceful and j 
civilized. In 1SS7 it waa thought advis-' 
able to move them to another location, 
and an agieement was made with them 
by which they were to co to the Cn-ur 
d'Alenc reservation 
This agreement 


has never been ratified by the Indians, 
though repeatedly brought to their at- 
tention. In the meanwhile their right 
to their present farms is unquestionable.

Soda Springs stage, and Theodore Bell, 
district attorney. Tbe party met the 
incoming stage and occupants near tbe 
summit of the Berreisa grade, six mUea 
from Napa. It had been the planof the 
poaae to hitch by the roadside just tho 
other aide of the summit, but the atage 
was a trifle early. Aa the vehicles ap- 
proached each other 011 the road Brown- 
lee, who waa driving hia team, said: 
"They are the men, boya, bold them 
uo." 


They were told to throw up their 


hands. 
Then the robber on tbe seat 


with Gardner opened fire. Brownlee 
saya: 


"As I waa raising my gun to fire a

"Buck" English, the fellow who was

Something waa said; then, 
the robber in the front seat, sitting by 
the aide of Driver Gardner, raised hia 
gun and fired at Williams and Brownlee, 
missing them both. At the same time 
Williams fired at the robber twice. The 
stage then drove past us, tbe horses be- 
ing frightened. The man on the back 
seat had jumped out, holding up hia 
bands and saying: 'Don't shoot.' TUB 
man with the gun was still on the 
front seat of the atage with Johnny 
Gardner beside him. I followed after 
tbe stage, and when about fifty feet away 
I ehat at the robber. I ran the risk o! 
hitting Gardner, hut 1 thought thai the 
robber was about to get away. I bit the 
robber, and he fell against Gardner. I 
went down tho road after theatageabout 
500 yards farther. Then we drove down 
the road, and found the stage had 
stopped."

government has recently done away 
with the Mosquito reservation, which 
has been the cause ol trouble, and incor- 
porated it as a state ol Nicaragua, with 
the name oi the Department oi X.elaya, 
after the president of the republic. This 
action baa been officially communicated 
to the state department. The British 
squadron will bo withdrawn irom Nicar- 
aguan waters.

The significance ol the movement has 


attracted little public attention, but it is 
stated by officials that it

greater considerations than the armed 
occupation oi Corinto. 


Earl Kimberly has given notice to 


Nicaragua that this new question will 
receive the "kindly consideration" of 
her majesty's government alter the 
three demands ol the ultimatum are 


Tho 'a.'reement yesterday practically 


settles these demands, only one of them, 
Uie arbitration of Managua's claim t( 
the properly oi the British subjects, re- 
maining to be executed. After that 
will come tne promise oi "kindly consul- 
eration"of Nicaragua's creation of the 
state of '/.r-iava out oi what has long 
been a sort of r.ritish dependency. It 
is stated that the decision will settle 
what further intluein-e England intends 
to exert in Nicaragua, us the recogni- 
tion of the new state will give Nicaragua 
complete sovereignty over all her terri- 
torv 
The importance oi the creating of 


the" new state arises from the political 
<itrug"le' "ince IsiM over the Mosquito 
terniory. In that year England aud 
Nicaragua made a treaty by which 
Nicaragua was given sovereignly over 
the Mosquito territory, but the latter 
retained the right of self government. 
This latter right was so broadly con- 
strued as to in.-lude coining money, col- 
lecting duties, etc. So much trouble 
resulted that Francis Joseph oi Austria 
was induced to act as arbitrator in ISS1. 
His decision was largely sentimental. 
It allowed the Nicaraguan ilag to be 
raisa-1 in the country, and also allowed 
the Mosquito people their own Hag. Ihe 
contention M to who governed 
the 


country continued until last year, when 
Nicaragua took forcible possession aud 
spelled British Consul Hatch, who was 
accused 
ol encouraging a rebellion 


against Nicaragua,! control of the terri- 


toThis expulsion of Hatch and other 
British subjects has been the cause of 
th "trouble just settled.

Handling Raisins by the Co-opera- 


tive and the Competitive Plans. 
EIHTUK REITBLICAN :—A. large grower 


n a West Park raisin meeting is cred- 
ted with saying "that selling raisins on 
commission is the only way, unices the 
whole business of the country i3 revolu- 
tionized." Possibly it is true. Still, 
should he want to tell his vineyard, I do 
not believe he would borrow a small 
amount of money on it and then give 
:he lender the sole and exclusive right 
.o sell it at any price and on any terms 
ie thought best. 


Commission packing and selling is 


even worse than that, for the grower 
borrows money on his raisins from men 
who iu turn borrow money en the same 
raisins of other men, 2COO or 3000 
miles'away, and often of men who are 
straining everj nerve to obtain the rai- 
sins ag cheaply aa they cau. We all 
know the result. The commission pack- 
ing system with its pets ia surely 
doomed. The co-operative system 
what we wunt. 


Some growers would like to try to eell 


in tbu sweat box before forming co- 
operative companies. That 1 believe is 
a mistake. As matters now stand, there 
is no market for raisins in the sweat 
bos at & fair price. Nor do I, for one, 
believe there will be until there is a 
good market for packed raisins or until 
the growers are prepared, if necessary, 
to keep control of the raisins until sold 
to wholesale merchants. 


I look upon selling in the sweat box 


as I do on selling on the vine. It ia 
wise, probably occasionally, but foolish 
to make a practice of. If I remember 
rightly the last season we sold in the 
sweat bos waa unsatisfactory, though 
better than in '94. Why RO backward? 
Why be at the mercy of the packers? 
Would it not bo better to organize'co- 
operative companies? 


Then through those companies we 


could borrow money cheaply to pick and 
cure; could pack our raisins, if need be, 
cheaper and could retain control of our 
raisins until sold, be they packed or un- 
packed. The co-operative packing com- 
panies probably could bs used by giving 
them a fair commission on all acceptable 
orders they might bring in. And prob- 
ably Home new co-operative companies 
from Eome cause would not want to 
pack themselves this season. 
They 


could contract as u company to have 
their raisins packed considerable cheaper 
than could a single grower with only a 
few tons. No doubt other men now 
kept out by the disastrous pet system 
late in vogue would come in and buy in 
the sweat box. 
- 


Directly of indirectly, the co-operative 


companies would insure us fair returns 
for our raisins, no matter how sold. 
Shall we use the co-operative system 
and prosper or competitive system and 
pull up vines? It dependson ourselves.

THE BEGINNING OK A NEW ERA 


Water Supply — Canal—Reservoir— 


Cliaiuinff Pipe to Koeks—Wheels 


to Drive the Dynamos—The Wires 


t.o Freaiio—Diatrihutiuff

What It Will Do - L'oal Dis- 


pensed With—Importance of the

I'he scheme for transmitting power 


from tlie North fork of the San Joaquin 
river to Fresno has been in contempla- 
tion, in one form or another, for a long 
time, but the work went forward eo 
quietly that the public did not learn 
that any actual steps had been taken 
until operations had begun. Work has 
uow been goin^ on for some weeks on 
the canal by which water will be led 
from the North fork to the reservoir, a 
distance of HIS miles, following the line 
of canal. The brush and timber are be- 
ing cleared away, and excavations will 
shortly begin. 


Mention of the enterprise haa been 


made from time to time, and some of 
the details have been given ; but tho RE- 
PUBLICAN* is now able to give the public 
the tirst definite and complete details ot 
the greafe work which will be in opera- 
tion before the end of the year, and 
which will be oue of the Guest engineer- 
ing feats, as well as one of the largest 
plants of machinery, on the Pacific 
coast. For that matter, it ia one of 
the most extensive developments of 
water power to be found anywhere. The 
machinery will be of vast proportions, 
iiiiule especially to order iu "New 
York. 


The size of the plant, and the great 


strength of the machinery, arc fitted to 
the work to he done. It isnottoo much 
to aay that a new era haa dawned for 
Fresno and the surrounding country. 
The drawback heretofore has been that 
fuel was BO expensive that manufactur- 
ing was lit a disadvantage, especially 
•where much power waa used. This is 
now to be reversed. Power will be 
cheap, permanent and convenient. Coal 
will be known iu Fresno no more, es- 
cept perhaps in a few caeca where elec- 
tricity cannot be made to Answer the 
purpose. The irresistible force of water, 
ialliug 1400 feet down a mountain thirty- 
three miles distant, will drive the wheels 
of this inland city, and will mark the 
dawn of a day such as this valley has 
never seen 


THE WATER SUPPLY. 


The public will be interested to know 


the details of this electric plant, from- 
the taking of the water from a tributary 
of the San Joaquiu till the wheels turn 
in this city. 


The North fork of the Pan Joaqnin 


divides iuto two branches about six: 
milea north of the "Adobe house," or 
about 38 or 39 miles from Fresno in a 
northeasterly direction. 
Water from 


both of these branches will be need. 
That of the South branch will be led by 
a canal and flume and emptied into the 
north branch above the junction of the 
two. 
No 
dam 
will 
be 
needed 


anywhere on the whole course. Nature 
EO arranged the rock bed of the two 
branches that the water can be led out 
without a dam. 
As a consequence 


there will be no expense on that ac- 
count, and no dam to suffer when floods 
come. 


After the water has been taken out, 


there \a a canal six miles in length to 
lead to the reservoir. For about 800 
feet a flume will be necessary. Alter 
that the canal will be on firm ground, 
and the excavations will not be difficult 
or expensive. For the most of the dis- 
tance the ground is comparatively level, 
although among the Mild. In its gen- 
eral course it follows a ridge, with some 
brush, considerable oak timber, and oc- 
casionally a few granite boulders which 
will not he difficult to remove. 


THE RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir will be of easy construc- 


tion. There is a nearly Hat space on the 
point of the mountain overlooking the 
hSan Joaquin river. By embankments 
on one side this will be converted into a 
reservoir containing eight acres of waier 
•with a clear depth of ten feet that can 
be used. This will give 3,500,000 cubic 
feet. When the embankments eettle, it 
is tho purpose to build them several feet 
higher, thereby nearly doubling the 
quantity of water which may he stored. 


A pipe will conduct the water from 


the reservoir to the power house at the 
foot of the mountain. This pipe is to 
be 4000 feet long, and in that 'distance 
falls 1410 feet. At the upperend the 
•pipe will be 24 inches in diameter, and 
will decrease to !!0 inches at the lower 
end. It will be made of steel, and 
the upper end will be comparatively 
thin, increasing in thickness as the de 
cent is made, till near the bottom the 
thickness will b« live-eighths of an inch, 


PROVIDIM! FOR EMERGENCIES, 


The pipe is made to withstand the 


great pressure of the water, and aa this 
pressure increases with the decent, the 
pipe ie made heavier in proportion. The 
pressure at the bottom will be 60C 
pounds to the square inch. This if 
from four to six time? greater than the 
pressure in an ordinary steam bpil?r. 


All accidents that can be anticipated 


will be provided against. Should the 
pipe break near the lower end, the rush 
of water would form a vacuum near the 
upper portions of the pipe, which might 
be crushed by the a'-rooapheric pres 
sure. To provide for this, an air vaive 
will be set in place near the top. Should 
a break occur, air will rush into the pipe 
and prevent a collapse. In handling 
machinery of so great size and expense, 
it is necessary to provide for emergen- 
cies. 


The reservoir itself is ft provision 


against accident. In rase the canal 
above should break, and the water eup- 
ply be cut off, there would he enough in 
the reservoir to run the machinery a 
week, lly that time tiie canal could he 
repaired. 


On the fitlif.r lund, should the rc?er- 


voir break (an event not probable) the 
machinery need not stop: for a canal, 
independent of the reservoir, leads to 
the p>|>e, and no time need he lost in 
repairs. All plants anything similar to 
thiaono, in all parts of the country, 
have been carefully studied, and all their 
excellencies have been taken advantage 
of and all their faulta excluded. 


CABLET) TO TftR ItOCKS. 


No chances will be taken with the 


pipe. A slip or a buckle would tear it 
to pieces. It must be absolutely fixed, 
in place. With this ooject in view, it 
-•ill be tied down with ateel cables, which 
..ill be cleated to the rocks. There will 
be no chance to move to the right or to 
the left. 


At the foot of the mountain, near 


what la known as the "Adobe Louse," 
the wheels and dynamos will be set ia 
place. The wheels are what is called 
:he I'cllon patent, aud are the simplest 
,n construction, and yet the most eco- 
loiuic known, Each wheel will he about 
ive feet in diameter and lees than one 
nch in thickness. In general outline 
;hey resemble/ thick circular eawe with 
ittlo buckets instead of teeth. The pipe 
:rotu the reservoir empties into a large 
drum, and, from this drum E mailer piptis 
lead to each wheel, aud the jet of water 
a thrown against the buckets. Kach 
[jucktil has a concave area of perhaps 
:hirty Etjuare inches, and the water 
strikes it with a force of lo.OOO to 18,000 
pounds. 


It may readily he- Imagined that this 


would drive the wheels with tremendous 
ipeed. There might be danger of tear- 
n<; the machinery to pieces; for the 
strongest steel can etaiid only EO much. 
But here again are accidents provided 
against. Kach wheel has an attachment 
acting on the eame principle as the gov- 
ernor of a steam engine. When thu 
wheel attains too great a speed, a por- 
.ion of the water is automatically shut 
iff, and the speed ia lessened. The ma- 
chinery is thus made to regulate its own 
ipeed, and to ward off danger, and to 
ook out for ita own safety, with, as it 
deems, almost the intelligence of a hu- 
man bein£,aiid with far greater accuracy 
and reliability than any person could act. 


Each wheel carries 400-horae power. 


I'hree wheels will he put in at present, 
tnd others will be added us needed.; 
Five may be used in all. 
i 


THE IWSAMOH. 


A dynamo will he connected with each 


wheel, and the water power will be con- 
verted into electricity, and then he 
•eady for transmission and use. These 
lynamos will be among the largest ever 
made, aud will be manufactured to 
)rder. 


There will be six wires carrying the 


;ransmittcd power to Fresno. Each 
vire will be made of copper, and will be 
.hree-eighths of an inch iu diameter. 
There will be two complete circuits, 
iere again emergencies are provided 
or. The power can be transmitted by 
either circuit, or by both at once. The 
current will be raised from 550 volts at 


dynamos to 11,000 on the line. 
Al- 


owing for the loss of 1000 volts iu trans- 
mission, there will be 10,000 delivered 
a Fresno, where it will bo reduced to 
;he distributing power current. 


The wires will be strung on poles forty 


ieet high, counting the sir feet set in 
the ground. The portion iu the ground 
will be tarred to prevent decay. 


The line will cross the San Joaquin a 


short distance above the power house, 
ind from there will pass through a por- 
tion of Auberry valley, will cross the 
red mountains north of Dry creek; will 
aass about a mile west of Clovis, and 
from there will came to Fresno by the 
best route, probably following the roads 
nost of the way. The length of the 
hie is coumed at thirty-three miles, but 
the shortest line that could he ruii 
would he thirty-one and a half miles. 


WHAT WtLI, 1!E nOXE. 


Counting all losses in transmission, it 


'.s estimated that the power delivered iu 
?resno from the three wheels to be put 


at present, will be not less than 900 


iorde power, which ia from three to 
'our times the amount now actually 
ised in thiacity. It will he here before 
the end of the year. 


Tiie question which naturally is asked 
: What will be donu with, the power? 


Thft answer is: Everything in which 
powei is needed. It will he cheap, con- 
venient, reliable, satisfactory. 
Elec- 


tricity will be harnessed to almost every 
wheel that turns. It will turn the 
largest mill, and drive the smallest 
athe. Costing only about half as much 
as coal, it is but natural that it should 
drive coal out of use. 
It will be always 


ready. There will be no "firing up," 
and waiting for steam. Touch a button 
and the wheels will whirl. Touch an- 
other button and they will stop. 


One-third of the power delivered here 


will drive all the mills, the water works, 
machine shops, planing mills, laundries, 
printing presses, elevators, packing 
tiouses, street care, and other machin- 
ery. The remaining 600 horse power 
will be available for factories and ma- 
chinery in the future. 
When this 


amount is taken up two more wheels 
will be put in, and 700 additional horse 
power will be delivered in this city. 
Long before that amount shall be put 
to use the plans of the One Hundred 
Thousand Clubb will have been fulfilled, 
and the city and county will exceed 
100,000 people, aud Frtbno will bu fuur 
or five timea as large aa it ia at present. 


A person is apt to grow enthusiastic 


when looking ahead ; but enthusiasm is 
excusable. 
The bringing in of this 


power at the very time of the coming of 
the valley road justifies the enthusiast 
in his claim that the real prosperity of 
this city and county are juet now be- 
ginning. 


TO THE MISERIES. 


There are a number of wineries within 


r. radius £of a few miles from Fresno, 
and they use a large amount of power. 
Already there is a movement on foot 
among some of the proprietors of the 
wineries to obtain power from Fresno, 
and the company will arrange to supply 
this power provided enough, wineries 
want it to make it an object to put in 
the additional machinery. It is one of 
the substantial triumphs of science that 
power can be carried long distances, and 
the practical benefit of it is about to be 
witnessed here. The great cost of fuel 
has been a serious drawback to this 
valley. J.*ow, Fresno, the most favored 
city of the whole central portion of the 
state, is to be freed from this load, and 
the pure water from tlie snows of the 
Sierras will drive the machinery. 


KOR OOMESTIO I\SE. 


The mill and factory are not the only 


places where expenBivt! fuel should be 
dispensed with. Cooking by electricity 
is one of the improvements which will 
<mter the home, and will lessen the cost 
of living and at the same time wilt be a 
great improvement upon 
the 
dust, 


smoke, soot, tiro-building and tumbling 
stovepipes of the present and the past. 
"Two small wirea and a range of two or 
three pounds will suth'ce for cooking 
purposes. 


As to what will he done in the mattur 


of electric lights for the streets and for 
the churches, hotels, offices, stores am! 
home*, has not yet been definitely an- 
nounced. That a revolution in this line 
is coming may be taken for granted. 
Figures on rates, at this time, would be 
merely estimates; hut when tlie an- 
nouncement ia made that power can be 
furnished at one-half the cost of coal, it 
can he inferred that electric lights will 
be cheap in proportion. lie.-ides, there 
is more money for the company, and 
more satitfaction for the patrons, in a 
large number of lights at small profit 
each, than in a few at a greater pro r.ita 
profit. 
If the people generally would 


\ise incandescent lamps in UiPir home?, 
and about their premises, the greater 
number would enubit* the company to 
reduce tiio -ate. Tlie same may be said 
uf street lamps. 


Without a doubt, Fresno will Eoon be 


one of the best lighted cities in the 
wholp country. H will be to the com- 
pany's interest to extend the service 
and to ihf. people's inti-roat to accept it. 
With a tree l a lighted lik« day, with elec- 
tric cars, \vith inac'iinery driven by elec- 
tricity, with the houses lighted like pal- 
aces, with the improved feeling and the 
stimulated business which will result.the 
people are naturally tinthusia.stic. Al- 
ready the enterprise is attracting wide 
attention. .Engineers from San Fran-

It will arouse the patriotic spirit 
in the young men of Fresno, who arc 
enforced sadly to remember the meager 
celebrations of recent years. More di- 
rectly it will bring a large influx of vis- 
itors from the valley towns within a 
radius of sixty miles, for a brigade en- 
campment ia iu itself no inconsiderable 
attraction, and when a martial display 
happens in close conjunction with the 
day of the nation's pride, the cup ia 


Looking at matters in this way the 


promoters of the special celebration are 
not overlooking the 
importance of 


Fresno's future position as the -nucleus 
around which will cluster many lines of 
railroad in the near future. Desiring 
the highest success possible to be at- 
tained by united effor, an appeal will 
shortly be made to the citizens to con- 
tribute to the Fourth of .July fund as 
liberally as their means will permit. It 
is pointed out, with great truth, that 
the money will all come back with in- 
terest. If the military companies com- 
posing the brigade come here for a 
week's encampment many hundreds of 
their friends will come up to see them.

CAPABILITIES OF THE JOAQUIN 


VALLEY. 


Fruit Industry ami Some of the 


Lessons Which Growers Are 


Learning. 


From theSan Francisco fall. 


The imagination is dazzled in contem- 


plation of the aspect which the Sau Joa- 
quin vallev will present when its capa- 
bilities for supporting human life shall 
have beeu adequately developed. 
It 


seems incredible that although it has 
grown wonderfully, Us growth haa been 
utterly diaproportionate to its capacity. 
It ia easy enough to blame the Southern 
Pacific for having established tmch a sys- 
tem of freight charges as should dis- 
courage production, and consequently 
an increased population in this wonder- 
ful valley, but the uecentiity for meeting 
the interest on ita honda held ia Europe 
and competition with overland linea, 
may have compelled it to charge locul 
tiallic heavily in order that it might 
offer better overland rates, and if so, 
this has been as great a misfortune to 
the Southern Pacific as to California. 


But thia iu uiy no means the only 


cause that has operated against tho eet- 
tlement of the valley. The large protiia 
made in fruit-growing at the beginning 
of ihe iudubtry fell off for many reas- 
ons, principal amongjtheiu beiug a lack 
of united effort on the pitrt of the grow- 
ers, un oversuuply of the limited mar- 
ket which had been found, and thecom- 
ing on of hard times all over the world. 
The last named of these seems now to 
be passing away; U has never been the 
most serious. The growers aru learning 
economy in production, are discovering 
that the extent of the consuming area id 
limited only by facilities for distribu- 
tion, are uniting to handle labor, turn 
out fine products and reach a more ex- 
tended market by more intelligent meth- 
ods than \yere lormarly employed, and 
are beginning to see that a return of the 
days when they made handsome profits 
ia Inevitable. 


The most important of all the lessons 


which they have learned is that prosper- 
ity is a matter over which they them- 
selves have control. Everything which 
they have done to ease the burden rest- 
ing upon them haa brought relief com- 
mensurate with the exertion. In learn- 
ing this they were merely mastering the 
oldest problem in the conduct of human 
affairs- that he who would prosper must 
help himpelf. Thia has been the moat 
painful lesson for California to learn, but

In ad- 
dition to their best known products they 
have discovered that they can grow suc- 
cessfully tobacco, rice, cotton, tea, the 
cereals und other products, and they 
claim, too, to be the banner county 
when compared with others iu reference 
to the question of water supply for irri- 
gation purposes. Irrigated laud, they 
hold, produces thirteen times na much 
of certain products aa does non-irri- 
gated Eoil, while in certain instances the 
pronortion is stated tu be even greater. 
With all this taken into consideration, 
and the lumber, mining anil stock inter- 
ests of tbe county, also counted in, it 
would seem that the resident and prop- 
crtv owner of Fresno does not luck for 
reason in considering himself pretty 
well off.

The Valley Kailroari and Sunset 


Uanal—Latest Phases iu tlie 


Durrani Case. 


EIHTOR 
AS :— Much interest 


19 felt iu the probable beginning of work 
on the canal of the Sunset Irrigation 
district. This city is full of idle men, 
most of them laborers. They are wait- 
ing for a chance to work, and have been 
striving to find what influence would net 
them employment with the San Joaq.uin 
Valley railroad. Only a few are being 
put on now, and most of them havo po- 
litical pulls, which gave them the first 
call on places. 


The dispatches from Freauo in regard 


to the beginning of work on the Sunset 
canal ban inspired newhopein the heart 8 
of the waiters. During the last few days 
many inquiries have been made aa to 
where men were to bo hired, and the 
newspaper offices have been deluged with 
letters astlug the whereabouts of the 
office of the irrigation district. 


Only three themes are of general in- 


terest in San Francisco today. These 
are: Fiiat (for the time being), politics; 
second, the San Joaquin road; third, 
the awful murders in the Emmanuel 
Baptirit church. 


The political excitement 
IB being 


monopolized by the Democrats. Mu- 
nicipal, state and federal offices are in 
the balance. The appointment of the 
board of health by Governor Budd is 
keeping the local politicians and some 
from the outside counties on the qui 
vive. 


The board is comprised of four physi- 


cians. They draw no salary, but they 
have the nominal naming ot men for 184 
appointments. Of these appointments, 
five are "star" places, the salaries being 
from $3000 to $5000 a year for doing 
practically nothing, while overworked 
deputies get small pay for big work. 


The bosses had a plan to control all 


this patronage. 
They were to get a 


board appointed through the inatm- 
mentality of Dr. Marc 


ugh t 
Leviugstou, who 


in some unknown way had obtained a 
great deal of influence with Governor 
Budd. On what this influence rested 
there have been surmises. 


"Dr. Levingaton as physician and friend 


of the Fairs, had Budd made an attor- 
ney of the great estate. He is Budd'a 
physician. He in also his friend and 
knows many of the governor's friendi 
very intimately. 


Whether it ia one or all oi these three, 


no one will ever know. It is known 
though that all the honest Democrats 
and citizens in general have protested 
against any appointment that would 
give Dr. Levingslou any power. He was 
coroner once and the stories of the treat- 
ment accorded the dead under hia ad- 
ministration are too awful to print. 


Levingaton knew the Civic Federation 


and Good Government clubs were going 
to protest against his friends being put 
iu. So on Saturday, a week past, he ia 
said to have urged the governor to ap- 
point hia friends out. of hand though 
Mr. Budd had repeatedly stated that he 
was going to give the citizens ten days 
in which to argue the matter. 


The governor refused to accede to 


this. As a result the board of health 
has not yet been appointed, as the Call 
and the Examiner have boldly exposed 
the record of Mr. Levingston in no 
measured terms. Such matter coming 
to the ears of the governor baa made him 
hesitate. 


In consequence those politicians who 


were eager to show their talents have 
besieged the governor to aek him who he 
waa going to appoint. There are hun- 
dreds who want places and now have 
hopes of getting them, siuee any men 
Dr. Livingston might produce would be 
considered as not safe. 


John Daggett has started the federal 


trouble. Though a Democrat, he was 
not "in touch" with the actions taken 
to resent his personal interest in the 
prisoners at the bar. 


In the last few daya he hasdischarped 


relatives of two state senators, Fay and 
Geeford, who would not cast their votes 
for Mr. Daggett for United Statea sena- 
tor.

The best use of the appli-1 
tttice, however, it? in opening a smalt I 
mine not sufficiently developed to pay 
for its own mill. The miners sort out 
their ore and crush the laet of it on the 
arraatre, whirh they keep running daily, 
only stopping occasionally to clean up. 
The arrastro is the best amalgamator 
known, but is alow, which possibly 
proves that time ia rather an important 
element in amalgamating. Arrastres, 
which are of Mexican origin, arc to be 
found in almost every camp in the 
country where gold orea are worked. 
All over this state men work their gold 
ore in a email way by means of these 
arrastrea, though when a mine is de- 
veloped sufficiently a mill is purchase.!, 
because of its increased capacity for ore 
crushing."

Syort for tlie Dusty aud Thirsty 


People of the Summer 


Plains. 


EDITOU REITBLICAX:—That'e it, boys! 


Tile on i he logs! For this belonge to 
l*nde Sam, ami he don't care for wood, 
you know. Now, as we He here and en- 
joy this great campfire, and rest—yea, 
rest, for that last climb was a terror, 
wasn't it? You are hungry, eh? I 
don't blame you. Tomorrow evening 
we will have trout for supper, sure, and 
you will get outside o( about ten of 
them. How will we catch them? Why, 
I thought everybody knew how to angle 
for trout, but a few years ago 1 was in 
Kings river canyon aud there was a 
party of BIX camped near us. We had 
trout for dinner and their guide came 
over to have a talk with us. 


"Well," said he, "I see you have 


trout for dinner. Our fellows don't 
know bow to catch them." 


"But don't you know how?" 
"No, oir. I can supply the camp 


with venison, know all the mountains 
trails hereabouts, but I don't know how 
to lish." 


After dinner we went over to their 


camp. It was on the river bank just 
above where Ronring river empties into 
Kings river. It wasno wonder they did 
not catch trout for they had flies that 
would have 
puzzled a pike, (Eaox 


Lucius.) I pulled a thread from the 
grey coat of one of tho boys and wrapped 
one of the Hies after cutting away part 
of the Urge scarlet body and trimming 
the wingE. I rigged up a cast and with 
a willow rod that was something less 
than a sapling, I caught several trout. 
It was fun to see the look of amazement 
on their faces. We rigged them out 
complete and gave them a few lessons 
in casting, and where to cast. Conse- 
quently that evening they had all tho 
trout the camp could get away with. 


You know the trout on this coast is 


not like the Eastern trout eopften called 
the "speckled beauty." Hia name IB 
Salmo Fontanalis, while our trout is 
Salmo Iridea. Salmo Fontanalis grows 
quite large iu the Rangely Lukes, as our 
Iridea does iu Lake Tahoe. 


Of course, the most sportsmanlike 


way to bring them to creel ia with light 
tackle and artificial ilies, but through 
the summer months the larvae of the 
salmon fly is the most killing bait. If 
you would have real .good sport ou your 
trip take along a light trout rod, five to 
eight ounce, a twenty-five yard reel, and 
very light silk or braided linen Hoe; in 
your fly book two or three dozen brown 
hackle, one dozen white moth, and two 
or three dozen assorted flies. These 
you will sometimes need in peculiar 
places, and they are sometimes killing 
in shaded places, or just at twilight. 


Now, suppose you are a "novice." Bo 


careful how you handle that rod or you 
will have a job of mending on hands. 
That's right, now it is jointed, fasten 
vour reel into the seat, run the line 
through the standing guides (glad you 
did not get rings—they are a nuisance). 
JS'ow if you have a six-foot leader about 
your bos, we will soak it tnd tie it 1"> 
the end of your Hue, and your cast is 
ready. "No, there are up fliea on it!" 


Well, as it ia evening, just tie on a 


brown hackle stretcher and three feet 
back of ita white moth dropper. 
Non- 


let me cast for you just once or twice. 
See the water boil around that big gran- 
ite boulder! notice the eddy and that 
fleck of foam I I will unreel enough 
line to reach it cleverly. Hold the cast 
between thumb and finger of left hand, 
with the right bring the rod back over 
the shoulder almost as you would 
whip. Give the line time to straight* 
for if you don't off coinesyour stretcher 
fly. Now, with the fifth stroke in saber 
drill, you stop the rod in time'to prc- 
veut.the tip from striking the water and 
your files drop. Ah, ha! did you notice 
just as that lly disappeared in the swirl 
my wrist gave a slight twist? That lit- 
tle twist will distinguish you from a 
novice every time. Learn it as quick 
as possible, for that ia how to hook your 
tish. 


Ah, I thought so! There goes the white 


moth and now we have two to handle, 
but these trout are not large and you 
can nearly always lifl them out with 
your rod. In the pool below Kosriiig 
River falls thero are trout that will 
weigh a pound and a half. 


If you don't like this kind of fishing, 


take off your cast of flies and bend on a 
plain hook, and with your camp hatchet 
dig out some grubg from yonder old pine 
stump. Go up to the rcoks above the 
pool at the falls and cast as far out to- 
wards the falling water as you can, and 
you may have the honor as well aa 
pleasure of bringing to creel oiie of the 
big ones. 


How well I remember the first time I 


was ever in the canyon. It rained that 
night, and all night loug UIB rocks came 
thundering down those cliffs. Then in 
the morning, what a great sight. In- 
stead of raining upon the summits, it 
had snowed, and as wo looked and won- 
dered at the snow hanging on every 
rock and pine trep, the sun came over 
the mountains, and I will leave you to 
imagine the beauty of that sunrise. 


Since that time some one has by some 


means taken up all the meadow in the 
canyon and almost all on the summit be- 
tween the South Fork of Kings river 
and Kern river. It is a shame, because 
he just rents them to sheep men, and in 
the canyon lie charges for pasturage, 
consequently parties do not stop there 
long but push on through. Looking at 
it from a sportsman's standpoint, I 
wish tho government would confiscate 
the whole business. 


But that the government would buy it 


up and open only to the pleasure seek- 
ers from all over "the world, and espec- 
ially the dusty, thirsty,over-neated resi- 
dents of tho Kan Joaquin valley is the

It is exceedingly unpleasant to have 


to make a statement of thia kind, or any 
statement in relation to such a matter. 
I have lived in Fresno for a good many 
yeara, and I trust that my life and con- 
duct has merited and received the re- 
spect of the people who know me, and 
that they all believe me, nheu 1 state 
that I never acted with better intent, 
or more honestly toward any one in my 
life than 1 did toward thia youuy child ; 
and that it is a source of far greater re- 
gret and mortification to me than any 
other person that any misunderstanding 
or misconstruction of uiyacts has arisen. 


I make this publication feeling that 


the publication of the charge rendered 
it necestarv, however unpleasant it 
might be to'have to do BO, to have my 
neighbors and the community under- 
stand my real position in thia matter.

Excellent Kesiilts Obtained by Work- 


ing Iiidigciits on the Poor 


Farm. 


Messrs. Garrett, liosp, and Havre ol 


the Board of Supervisors visited the 
county hospital yesterday at the close ol 
the morning session and spent the en- 
tire afternoon inspecting the building 
and the wards. 


Just at the present time the county 


funds are very low, and many necessary 
alterations and improvements at the 
hospital will have to wait. For one 
thing the building badly needs painting, 
and as this would be a pretty costly job 
it is proposed to procure the paint and 
let the indipentsuj the work aa far aa 
possible. In scores of places the paint 
has entirely disappeared and the wood- 
work is being iujured by the weather. 
The supervisor also noted that sanitary 
plumbing is necessary in several of the 
wards. 


Steward Burke has gottsu the disci- 


pline of the institution down to a fine 
point and there is an air of neatness and 
order everywhere apparent. The indi- 
ceiita who at first seemed disposed to 
object to going to work on the poor farm 
now gladly ask for a job in the farm 
garden. The latter was surveyed for a 
ten-acre patch, but only four acres could 
be set out and cultivated this season. 
On these four acres there arc now 
springing up beda of turnips, melons, 
radishes, onions, potatoes and all kinds 
of produce, so that the hospital will be 
very nearly sclf-suppDrting in these 
matters within a month or two. 


The alfalfa patch, which was cut a 


week or two ago, will soon yield a FC-J- 
ond crop, and the patch on tnc c-ist 
aide, which was plowed tip and sown in 
wheat by the iudigenta three months 
ago, is now covered by a fine crop of 
wheat. 


(i. C. Jewett, the new superintendent 


of the poor farm, is deservedly proud of 
the work the indigents havedone under 
his care, and he praieea the willingness 
the men have shown in performing any 
tasks within the limit of their physical 
powers. They are not rushed or driven 
in any way, and the improvement in 
their "health from the joint effect ot 
fresh air, physical exercise and healthy 
occupation, is already very marked. 


Within the hospitil a new operating 


table, made by some of the patients, 
has been placed in the dispensary. It 
is furnished with a special arrangement 
by which the head of a patient under 
chloroform can be instantly lowered if 
a critical moment occurs. 


Two severe cases of typhc-malarial 


fever, which have been under treat- 
ment for the oast month, are slowly 
convalescing. 
Tho chances of both pa- 


tients appeared very slim at one time. 


There are ouly three female patients 


iu the hospital, and one of these will 
probably be sent to the home of her eon 
in Mariposa county within a few daya. 


The only business of note done by the 


supervisors at the morning session was 
the appointing of J. S. Filloon to the 
position of poundtnaster at Danger.

DOWN TO HIS DEATH 


FATAL ACCIDENT 
AT 
SEQUOIA 


HILLS. 


Kimaway Lumber Cars Leave the 


Tmk — How It Oc- 


curred. 


Coroner Loos left last night for the 


Sequoia mills tu obedience to a call by 
telephone from that place, tUtiux that 
a man had been killed on the tramway 
by cars jumping the track. The par- 
ticulars were meager, but the RKPUBI.I- 


\ obtained further facia by wire later 


in the evening. 


Cars are used for hauling logs to the 


mill. The trauk is down hill for tho 
greater portion of the way from the 
woods to the yard, and the cara run by 
force of gravity. As nearly as could be 
ascertained there were several cara be- 
ing taken up the grade, and when near 
the top the coupling broke. Two or 
more cara were thua left to dash down 
hill. There were four men on them at 
the time. 


Aa soon as the situation was under- 


stood, two of the men jumped off and 
were unhurt. Two others remained on 
board. One of them was W. Were kind, 
a German who had been ut work only 
a few daya. The namea of tha others 
could not be learned. 


When the two men jumped off, Wera- 


kind was afraid to make the leap. The 
third man remained aboard trying to in- 
duce Werakind to jump, hut it waa in 
vaiu. Seeing this, the third man leaped 
off, leaving the dazed German to his 
fate. Tho catastrophe aoon came. The 
grade was steep, and the cars soon left 
the track and made a complete wreck. 
Werakind was caught in the wreck and 
was killed. It waa not stated whether 
he was dead when 
the other men 


reached him, or not. But he did uot 
five long, at most. He sustained in- 
ternal injuries, and had an arm broken 
beside. It was not stated what part of 
the country he was from nor whether he 
had a family. The third man to jump 
off tho car received a sprained ankle, 
but was otherwise uninjured.
